PESTHOUSE BRADY. 


HIS BOARD OF HEALTH INVEST 
IGATION HAS ENDED. 


His Attorney HKefuses to Introduce 
Testimony, and the Case Goes to 
the Board—The Verdict—He Is Ar- 
rested on a Serious Charge. 


The Brady investigation had been set for 
1 o’clock yesterday, before the Board of 
Health, but at that time a majority of the 
board were not present, and there was a 
tedious wait for the dilatory members. Mr. 
Brady and counsel were on hand early, 
smiling and confident. Just before 2 o’clock 
Mr. Stepbens, who had been exceedingly 
restiess under the delay, got up and an- 
nounced that the investigation had been 
prolonged for en unnecessary time, even so. 
long that some of Mr. Brady’s most im- 
portant witnesses had been rendered inac- 
cessible, and that if the prosecution were 
— he would submit the case just as it 
st 

Mr. Dunn, representing the city, said that 
Mr. Brady had courted the investigation, 
and the city wanted to go through with it. 

Mr. Stephens replied that he didn’t think 
it was necessary, and that they could hardly 
g° on when the principal witnesses couldn't 

had; that the delay had never been from 
the defendants’ side. They had always 
been ready, and now whem the witnesses 
had left the city, he saw no reason why the 
case couldn’t be submitted with the evi- 
dene already presented. 

Mr. Dunn answered him that Brady had 
not yet finished his own testimony, and 
that they wanted him on the stand. Also 
that the prosecutio 
some evidence, an 
close the case. 

Upon this Mr. Stephens withdrew to the 
outside, where Mr. Brady was in waiting, 
and consulted a moment with his client. 
He appeared again, and said that they had 
no further evidence to put forward, and 
that for his part he submitted the case and 
was through with it, and hastily seizing bis 
hat he slid out the door with a “good after- 
noon,” and the investigation, so earnestly 
prayed for, so sagen granted, was at an 
end. Mr. Brady, who had left the room a 
moment previous to his attorney, had 
already lett for unknown. 

Mr. Stephens’s extraordinary action in 
dropping the case right at the vital point 
was simply astounding to the boa It 
took the members some minutes to grasp 
the idea that Brady had shown the white 
feather, and they had a good round laugh 
at the sheepish manner in which the de- 
fense had thrown upthe sponge. A con- 
sultation was held, and the following ver- 
dict rendereds, 

“In the matter of the investigation of 
Thomas Brady, epucenss of the pesthouse, 
ordered by the Council at Mr. Brady’s re- 
quest, the board finds that the Health Officer 
was fully justified in preferring the charges 
on which, after due consideration, the 
Board of Health suspended Mr. Brady, and 
recommended his dismissal to the Council.” 

After agreeing upon the verdict, His 
Honor heayed a sigh of satisfaction, aud 
murmured: ‘““That’s the end of it.” 

Mr. Humphries lit a cigarette and said in 
a nervous way: “A most extraordinary 
case; a most extraordinary case,”

Mr. Dunn and Dr. Hagan went immedi- 
ately down to Justice Austin’s courtroom, 
and a warrant was issued for Brady’s ar- 
rest, charging him with d larceny. 
The warrant was put into the hands of a 
deputy, and within a few minutes Brady 
was in custody. He was taken before Jus- 
tice Austin and arraigned. The examina- 
tion was set for March 29th, ‘ 
His bord was fixed at $500, which he read- 
ily gave, Messrs. W. A. Spalding and G. 8, 
Degarmo appearing as bondsmen.

A Problem-for Consideration. 


' Among the vital questions, the con- 
sideration of which becomes every day 
more imperative, there is none pre- 
sented tothe American citizen demand- 
ing more serious thought than the ques- 
tion, “‘What shall we do with our 
boys?”’ 

The rules and regulations established 
by the various trades unions of the 
country, limiting the number of ap- 
prentices, makes the outlook a serious 
one for the future of their own chil- 
dren as well as the children of others. 
Large numbers of young men are, by 
these regulations on the part of skilled 
labor, shut off from employment, and 
are led to enter the over-crowded 
learned professions, or lie idle because 
of the impossibility of obtaining situa- 
tions. 

The arbitrary rules governing ap- 
prenticeships militate strongly against 
the industrial interests of the country, 
and their tendency is to debar even 
the sons of workingmen from following 
the trades pursued by their fathers, for 
the rule in regard to apprentices is 
most rigidly enforced. A skilled arti- 
san or mechanic might wish his sons to 
be thoroughly instructed in all the de- 
tails of his business, till they should 
become, like himself, practical, skilled 
workmen, but if the shops.in his city 
had the stated number of apprentices 
he would be able to find no place for 
them there, however much they might 
bein need of workmen. They must 
either lie idle or go out from home in 
the doubtful search for employment. 

This iron rule of the trades unions of 
the country is preventing a large num- 
ber of American youths from entering 
the ranks of skilled labor, and these 


importations. 

The question then comes home to 
us, “By what means shall our sons 
gain a livelihood?’’ They are educated 
in our high schools and colleges. With 
quickened intellect and aroused ambi- 
tion, they are eager for the battle of 
life. But not all ofthem can become 
lawyers, doctors or professional work- 
ers. ‘There must be something else 
opentothem. Itis a question which 
affects our future prosperity. What 
shall be done with the young men? 

In Germany it is said every son of 
the royal household must learn a 
trade. What is agood and wise thing 
for royalty in this respect would cer- 
tainly be wise for a democratic Ameri- 
can youth. There should be no law 
to debar any American youth from ac- 
quiring a trade if he wishes to do so. 
The doors of the workshop should not 
be closed against him. The dignity of 
labor is enhanced as skilled workmen 
are multiplied. The more familiar our 
boys betome with the tools of the 
artisan and mechanic, the more they 
study the power there is in machinery, 
the civilizing forces there is in the 
tools of the workman whose brain and 


‘hand and eye all work together to pro- 


duce desired results, the greater will 
be their respect for labor, and the more 
their desire will be increased to achieve 
success in some of its departments. 

J his law in regard to apprentices is 
a short-sighted one, and it should be 
regulated by the mechanics them- 
selves. Its repeal will not work them 
apy permanent injury. The world 
recognizes the fact that skilled labor, 
employéedeven at much higher prices, 
is cheaper than unskilled. The prefer- 
ence will always be given to it. It is 
not the well-taught, intelligent and 
thoroughly-trained workmen who in- 
augurates the strike and the boycott. 
But it isthe ignorant, unskillful one 
who would demand as much for his 
services as the more competent man re- 
ceives. 

But the fact is patent that a labor 
reform is needed in America. Our 
boys should be taught trades no less 
than Greek conjugations. They should 
be taught to handle a saw and plane::s 
well as to measure the distance to the 
nearest fixed star. Itis not an en- 
couraging sight to see well-educated 
and intellectually strong young men 
driven behind the counter to sell rib- 
bons and tape, when they might beem- 
ployed in work and inventions that 
would materially advance civilization. 

lf our trades unions will not repeal 
their regulation and enlarge the ap- 
prentice system, then manual training 
schools must do the work, and these 
should be open to the sons of the rich 
and poor alike. These, made apart of 
our public system of education. would 
afford every young man an opportunity 
to become self-supporting just so soon 
as he goes out into the world to begin 
life for himself. Boys thus educated 


would not regard it any dishonor to

work. They would not consider it 
detracted in the least from their dig- 
nity or their social standing 

But whatever method is adopted, it 
is essential that our boys should be 
taught trades, that they be by no 
means debarred from becoming skilled 
workmen in whatever field their in- 
clinations may lead them. If this op- 
portunity is contiuously withheld 
from them the problem of their future 
will be a most serious one.

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NO MORE EXTRACTED, HONEY. 


i 
Bee Men Decide to Reptate fr by 
Comb Honey. 
{San Bernardino Times.] 

The fact cannot be denied that the 
beekeepers of California have for sev- 
eral years past been having a pretty 
hard time of it. We have seen prices 
go down gradually, year after yesr,.|, 
until now thev are so low that there id 

absolutely no profit in the business, at 
least so far as the production of the ex- 
tracted article is concerned. And the 
decline in prices has seemed to have 
very little reference to the amount pro- 
duced. Naturally, one would suppose 
that in seasons: of short crops prices 
would become correspondingly stim- 
lated. But such has not been the case. 
The price has gradually fallen until 2 
or 3 cents a pound is about the limit of 
the price received by the producer, and 
one does not need to know that at such 
ubsurdly low figures there is no profit 
for the beekeeper. There seems to be 
some insuperable objection among the 
majority of people against the use 
of extracted honey. When that article 
was first put upon the market it was 
thought possible and even probable 
that its use might become general, 
and that so pure and healthful an article 
would quickly take the place of the 
impure and adulterated molasses, 
syrups and ‘“drips,’’ which are so 
largely consumed. Especially was it 
thought that this would be done when 
the price for the pure honey was put 
at alower figure than those articles 
could be sold for. But for some rea- 
son it has proven all but hopeless to 
attempt to persuade people generally 
to become consumers of honey. As a 
consequence the price has, as already 
been stated, reached a very low point, 
both here and in the East, though it 
was much longerin getting down there 
than on the Pacific Coast. Now, bee- 
keepers all over the country are seek- 
ing some method by which to muke 
their business profitable. Many of the 
most experienced beekeepers of the 
East have decided that tbere is noth- 
ing to be done except to put a stop to 
the production of extracted honey and 
devote their entire time to the. comb. 
It is now claimed to have been a great 
mistake to have put the extracted 
honey at so low a price compared with 
the comb; .but the damage has been 
done, and it was based upon the idea 
that the bees could make. about 
three pounds ‘Of extracted honey 
to one pound of comb honey, and 
that therefore the _ relative prices 
should be about in the same propor- 
tion. But this does not work very 
well in practice, for while extracted 
honey at 3 cents a-pounds, no matter 
in how great quantity it is produced,

NECESSITY OF SELLING THE 
SEWER BONDS. 


Kxorbitant Rents Hurting the -‘Town 
—Proposed Free Postal Delivery— 
Real-estate Buyers Paying Up in 
Good Shape—The Pasadena Fair.

No more imperative duty rests upon 
the citizens of Pasadena today than the 
converting of our sewer bonds into 
cash, thereby enabling the authorities 
to earnestly and expeditiously prose- 
cute the work to a finish. According 
to the terms of the State law governing 
such matters, the bonds cannot draw 
more than 5 per cent. interest and 
must not be sold below par. Because 
money is worth more than 5 per cent. 
In Pasadena, not because the bonds are 
not a safe investment, not one of our 
citizens are willing to purchase them. 
Everybody who has money happens to 
be well aware of the fact that more 
money can be made by handling real 
estate than in the purchase of these 
bonds. Still the bonds must be sold or 
our sewers will not be completed,a 
state of affairs that we cannot afford 
to ailow. There is but one way out of 
the difficulty and that is to organize a 
movement that will exchange the bonds 
tor cash. We understand that there 
are parties iu our midst that will pur-| 
chase the bonds if they can make 8 
per cent. on the investment. It is, 
therefore, plain that if a subscription 
were taken up among our citizens to 
provide for the 3 per cent. that would 
ead the 5 up to 8 per cent., the bonds 
would be at once exchanged for cash, 
the work be resumed at once, employ- 
ment given to scores of needy men and 
the much-needed sewer system com- 
pleted, so far as there exists any pres- 
ent necessity. With the bonds voted, 
many thousands of dollars expended 
on the work, the completion of the 
system imperatively demanded, and 
nothing lacking but the 3 per cent. 
difference between that which the 
bounds draw and that which would-be 
purchasers demand, it seems that there 
need benolong delay inthe matter. 
One thing certain, delay cannot be af- 
forded. It need not and must not be 
tolerated. _Let us at once proceed to 
raise the hecessary 3 per cent., .unlock 
the wheels of city finances, give work 
to the unemployed and extend physical 
— to the inhabitants of our 
Cc ty.

Rents are alto- 
gether toohigh. Business men complain 
of the situation, but the loudest and 
strongest protests come from those who 
rent residences. There is no denying 
that rents might be reduced one-half, 
and a handsome profit on the capital 
invested stil) be assured. We do not 
believe that it is stating it too strong to 
say that if rents had been placed in the 
neighborhood of reasonable figures, 
fully 2000 more eastern people would 
have gladly spent the winter in Pasa- 
dena. It must be remembered that 
these ple come from cities and 
towns in States beyond the mountains, 
where things move with slower pulse 
than here. They are not paupers, 
neither are they fools of 
Shallow capacity to be robbed 
of all assets without protest or 
murmur. There are men in the city of 
Pasadena, gentlemen from  Phila- 
delphia, and other large eastern Cities, 
who come here every winter to escape 
the storms and rigors of winter, who 
have continuously paid the prices de- 
manded, yet protesting that they were 
unnecessarily high. Unless prices are 
reduced, placed at or near decent 
figures, these people are not going to 
spend next winter with us. They have 
submitted to what they term ‘‘extor- 
tion”’ for aterm of years, use, as 
they say, “the city was in an embryo 
stute.’’ but now that we have fully 
15,000 inhabitants, splendid hotels and 
residences, constructed especially for 
the accommodation of tourists, they 
feel that they have a right to expect 
that — will be placed at a ma- 
terially lower scale, and the Star in- 
sists that they shall not be disap- 
pointed. When it comes to de- 
manding $5, $10 and $15 a week 
for single furnished room, 
not including board, the time 
bas arrived to register our 
most serious protest. Rooms that 
are now rented at fabulous prices will 
remain idle in the sweet pretty soon 
unless the owners demonstrate that 
they have something besides hog in 
their natures. Rents might be reduced 
one-half and splendid living protits 
still be assured. We are highly grati- 
fied to notice the downward tendency 
that has set in and hope that the tide 
will keep moving in that direction until 
legitimate figures are reached. Tie 
Star objects to being a party to the 
murderous policy of **killing the goose 
that lays the gulden egg,” and yet we 
would as severely protest against the 
‘enactment of any policy that would re- 
duce rents below the measure of first- 
class investments. Above ail things 
Pasadena, and Sovthern California in 
general, needs to put forth an especial 
effort to induce people to come here 
because it is not only a goodly land 
to dwell in, but a where a man 
can reside with his family without 
spending as much of a fortune in six 
months as he can save up in 10 years 
of hard work in lands beyond the 
mountains. The Star isin dead earn- 
est in this matter. We heve had a 
representative abroad in the city and 
have collected a large amount of facts 
that would not look well in print, but 
which conclusively proves that there 
ure hundreds of mechanics in the city 
that are paying at least twice as much 
monthly for rentas should be exacted 
ofthem. Gentlemen, thisis a Chris- 
tian city, a city where temperance 
and morality preside at the helm, and 
we rejoice that such may be truthfully 
said, but we insist that the timeis past 
when there is any excuse for any indi- 
vidual in Pasadena figuring in the 
character of a human hog.

The increased value of prop- 
erty has been due largely to incorpora- 
tion, by which means public improve- 
ments have been made that could not 
have been accomplished in any other 
way, and the benetits have been so 
great that all are satisfied with the re- 
sults. There are towns on three sides 
of us—Ontario,-Elsinore and Orange— 
which will vote on incorporation on 
the 10th of April with the best pros- 
pects of success. Of the good results 
—. from incorporation the Ontario 
Record says: 

“Riverside dates ber best prosperity 
from the date of incorporation; Pasa- 
dena after a long anti-saloon fight ef- 
fectually cleaned out the nuisance by 
incorporating. Pomona is enthusias- 
tic over incorporation; South Pasadena 
has incorporated to get rid of saloons: 
Colton incorporated last summer; 
Monrovia and National City have re- 
cently incorporated; Elsinore and Or- 
ange, with less population than On- 
tario, vote on incorporation the same 
day that we do. Alhambra, San Ja- 
cinto and Oceanside are preparing to 
incorporate, so is the Redlands-Lugo- 
hia country, takingin a large area and 
three or four postoffices. Except sleepy 
Anaheim there is no other colony of On- 
tario’s size in Southern California that 
has not incorporated or is preparing to. 
In all these cases the step is regarded 
as an important one in advance, a. 
benefit to real estate, an advantage to 
all interests of the place.”’ 


Riverside via Chino. 
{Chino Champion.]

Fol- 
lowing is from a letter dated March 
Zist, written by one of Riverside’s 
most prominent business men:

We have been repeatedly 
promised by both companies now op- 
ae through this county a more 
direct line to Los Angeles. We have 
to go either by Colton, San Bernardino 
or-Santa Ana. 

Now we are informed that, the Mis- 
souri Pacific is looking for a route into 
Southern California, and we have sug- 
gested a route. .. Riverside, 
Chino, south of Spadra, passing 
through the o'd San Gabriel Valley to 
Los Angeles. This would make an air 
lne from Riverside io Los Angeles, and 
reduce the distance 15 miles over the 
shortest route now traveled, etc. — 

The writer suggests that certain steps 
be taken to influence the Missouri Pa- 
cific to build over the route outlined in 
his letter. ‘The suggestion is a good 
one, and is quite certain of practical 
adoption.
